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Marion’s musical delight 


MUSICAL instruments don’t come much bigger 
than the one Marion Bettsworth has earned the 
privilege to play. 

Towering nearly 100 foot tall and with a con¬ 
sole comprising five keyboards and a bewilder¬ 
ing array of pipes and tonal stops, she is dwarfed 
by the grand old Willis concert organ in the 
Great Hall at Alexandra Palace. 

She is Ally Pally’s new organ scholar with a 
£500-a-year bursary and is able to practise on it 
regularly after beating three other applicants to 
secure the Bert Allwood scholarship. 

“I’m so excited,” said Marion, who lives in 
Highgate and studied music at Oxford Univer¬ 
sity, where she previously held an organ scholar¬ 
ship at Lincoln College. 

“Raising awareness of the organ and making it 
more accessible to the public is important to me. 
They are fascinating instruments and impressive 
feats of construction, and they have a huge appeal 
to people for both entertainment and learning.” 

The original organ was installed in 1875 when 


Ally Pally was rebuilt after a fire. It was van¬ 
dalised during World War I before being restored 
and rebuilt in 1929. 

It survived a World War II VI rocket attack, 
which blew out Alexandra Palace’s windows, but 
then suffered damage from exposure to the ele¬ 
ments. Parts of it were dismantled and put in 
storage, which was fortunate as there was 
another fire in 1980. 

The Alexandra Palace Organ Trust was formed 
in 1962 and with some grant funding and gener¬ 
ous private donations the organ has been partly 
reconstructed as part of an ongoing £1 million 
appeal to restore it to its former 1929 glory. 

Marion added: “When I moved to London 
almost two years ago, I lived just 10 minutes 
away from Ally Pally and would regularly walk 
up the hill to admire the stunning view of the city. 

“I’m delighted to be helping to secure the 
future of Ally Pally’s world-class organ so that it 
can play a part in the Palace’s reputation as a 
leading destination for heritage and culture.” 


BOYFRIEND CLEARED 
OF ASSAULT IN SHOP 


A WOOD GREEN man accused of “grap¬ 
pling and wrestling” with his girlfriend on 
the floor of a supermarket as shoppers and 
staff looked on has been cleared of assault 
by magistrates. 

Peter Johnson, 37, of Darwin Road, was charged 
with assault after the incident was captured on 
CCTV at Tesco’s store in Colney Hatch Lane, Finch¬ 
ley, on the evening of Friday, August 26, last year. 

Footage viewed by Willesden magistrates last 
Thursday showed Mr Johnson putting his arm 
around his girlfriend Libby Welch’s head and 
pulling her backwards as the couple landed on the 
floor before he ended up “sitting” on her. 

Mr Johnson denied assault, saying he had been 
trying to get his car keys off her after she had 
snatched them in a row. 

Giving evidence, he said she had been upset 
because she thought he was on the phone to another 
woman, when it was his daughter he had contacted. 
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He said: “I showed her my phone, but she was¬ 
n’t listening. I was pleading with her to give the 
keys back.” 

Prosecuting, Neehal Patel said the force used 
had been “excessive” and asked Mr Johnson 
why he had “flung” her and “sat” on her. He 
replied that she had bitten his hand and that he 
had only been “kneeling over her”. 

Defending, Alex Gorst read a witness state¬ 
ment describing how Ms Welch had damaged 
the defendant’s white Range Rover three months 
earlier by scraping a key down the sides. 

He said Mr Johnson feared she would do the 
same again, adding: “He is lawfully and legally 
entitled to use reasonable force in the defence of 
his property. Mr Johnson is a large man and the

impression in terms of force used.” 

The court heard that the situation “calmed 
down” and they went back to Ms Welch’s house 
where Mr Johnson was living at the time, but 
left after she began checking his phone again. 

She went to hospital the next day. It was found 
she had bruising on her left breast and the police 
were called. 

Chairman of the bench Yvonne Haines 
described the incident as “wrestling and grap¬ 
pling” and noted that Ms Welch had not turned 
up to give evidence. 

She said: “We cannot be sure beyond reason¬ 
able doubt that the defendant did not act in self- 
defence, or did not use reasonable force.” 

Mr Johnson was acquitted. The couple are no 
longer together, the court heard.

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Hospital fills void in 
wake of cyber attack 

Ambulances diverted to North Middlesex as computers crash

STAFF at North Middlesex University 
Hospital battled to take up the slack 
after scores of ambulances were 
diverted there and trauma patients were 
admitted following the major national 
cyber attack. 

Hackers took control of computers 
and cut off phone lines in hospitals on 
Friday, causing mayhem and leaving 
large sections of NHS services down 
over the weekend. 

Although the hospital, in Sterling 
Way, Edmonton, wasn’t hacked, the 
internet and internal email system was 
shut down on Friday and given a 
“robust overhaul” as a precaution 
against further attacks. 

The internet connection was back up 
on Monday and the hospital said that 
patients, who were still able to text or 
phone, were not affected. 

A spokesman for North Middlesex 
said: “Our priority was to support our 
NHS partners who had been affected by 
the cyber attack and to ensure all 
patients received high-quality care. 

“On Friday and Saturday, our acci¬ 
dent and emergency department took in 
additional patients who had been 
diverted by ambulance from Barts 


Health NHS Trust, which includes St 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, the Royal 
London Hospital and Whipps Cross 
University Hospital, and we received 
trauma patients from the Royal London 
once they were well enough to be 
moved, relieving the pressure on their 
hard-pressed services.” 

The ransomware that hit the NHS in 
England and Scotland, known as Wanna 
Decryptor or WannaCry, infected 
200,000 machines in 150 countries. 

Europol, the EU’s law enforcement 


agency, has called the cyber attack the 
“largest ransomware attack observed in 
history”. 

A statement issued by the NHS 
Enfield Clinical Commissioning Group 
said: “We took immediate action to 
limit the impact of the ransomware by 
shutting down all IT systems as a pre¬ 
cautionary measure following advice 
from CareCert*, at NHS Digital. 

“A software ‘patch’ has now been 
installed to ensure our IT systems are 
not vulnerable to the ransomware.”

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Politicians offer help 
in wake of tragedy 

ENFIELD’S cabinet member for community 
safety and public health Krystle Fonyonga 
held an emergency meeting following the 
weekend of bloodshed in the borough. 

She met with fellow cabinet members on 
Monday and let them know that knife arches 
in “stabbing hot spots”, high visibility police 
patrols and more undercover operations to 
stop shopkeepers selling knives to under-age 
kids were among ten measures being discussed 
with intelligence teams in Enfield police. 

Miss Fonyonga said: “It makes me angry 
and frustrated that at a time when knife crime 
is on the increase the Met is being stretched so 
thin. It’s just so sad what happened on 
Saturday. I drove past and felt so sad. 

“We are already working closely with the 
police, considering knife arches, increased 
CCTV in hot spots they have identified, more 
patrols and seizing weapons. We’ve talked 
about a lot of those things - and working with 
schools on prevention work - carrying on. But 
we need more money from central government 
to put into this. Policing is not where we 
should see cutbacks and austerity measures.” 

The bloodshed has led to calls across the 
political divide for tougher sentences on those 
found guilty of carrying knives. 

Joan Ryan, Labour’s parliamentary 
candidate in Enfield North, where 18-year-old 
Joao Gomes was murdered, said: “Four more 
young people have been stabbed - one fatally - 
on the streets of Enfield over the weekend. This 
is a tragedy for four more families and it’s also 
a tragedy for the whole community in Enfield. 

“It is completely unacceptable for this to be 
happening. People in Enfield have a right to 
feel safe and be safe in their homes and in our 
neighbourhoods. We also have a duty to act to 
prevent more young people dying or being 
injured in this way.” 

Nick de Bois, Conservative parliamentary 
candidate in Enfield North, said: “This is a 
time for the community to come together. There 
is no one-stop, quick-fix solution to this hideous 
problem, but by working with experienced 
anti-knife campaign groups, the police, 
schools, community leaders and law makers, 
we can tackle the scourge of knife crime.”

ENFIELD mum Angela Bailey 
broke her silence to confront a cam¬ 
paigning politician to demand more 
police in the borough at a peace 
march she organised on Monday 
evening in the wake of a spate of 
knife attacks. 

Ms Bailey, 40, led more than 80 
protesters on a silent Walk of Peace 
to the Hindu temple in Hertford 
Road, Enfield Highway, where 
18-year-old Joao Gomes was 
stabbed to death on Saturday night 
in a weekend of bloodshed on 
the streets. 

Among the crowd was Nick de 
Bois, who is hoping to recapture the 
Enfield North seat for the Tories in 
the general election. 

He championed tougher sen¬ 
tences for knife crime when he last 
an MP and helped introduce the so- 
called Enfield’s Law - but Ms Bai¬ 
ley said the “two strikes” knife 
crime law was no good if there 
weren’t enough police to enforce it. 

In a fiery exchange, she told 
him: “I’m not having my nine- 
year-old laying on the ground 
murdered because there are not 
enough police.” 

Ms Bailey, who is a funeral direc¬ 
tor and lives in Hertford Road, wit¬ 
nessed Saturday’s frenzied rampage 
when three boys were stabbed - one 
fatally - as violence flared among 
more than 150 youths, some as 
young as 14. 

Following Monday night’s march, 


she said: “We felt we had to do 
something to say ‘this is enough’ to 
knife crime. 

“I have a son who is nine and his 
dad’s not around,so it’s just me. I 
want him to know this is what can 
happen if you carry knives. 

“We lit candles and it was very 
emotional. I don’t care if this young 
lad was in a gang or not, he’s still 
somebody’s son and there’s a 
mother out there whose life has 
been ripped apart.” 

Joao, 18, was the latest victim of 
Enfield’s deadly knife crime epi¬ 


demic - the third fatal stabbing in 
the past six weeks in the borough - 
after a private party held at the 
Dharma Mandir community centre 
spiralled out of control and ended 
in violence. 

Two other teenagers, aged 17 and 
19, were found nearby in Palmers 
Lane, suffering from stab injuries 
and were taken to hospital. They 
have since been discharged. 

A police spokesman said: “Detec¬ 
tives from the Homicide and Major 
Crime Command have launched an 
investigation and retain an open 


mind as to the motive. There have 
been no arrests and inquiries con¬ 
tinue. Any witnesses should contact 
the incident room on 020 8217 6582 
or via twitter @MetCC.” 

Husband and wife Jo and Kevin 
Storer live next to the community 
centre where the party was held and 
Mrs Storer said: “There was a lot of 
noise and then it got much louder. 

“We went out to get the cats in 
and there were hundreds of kids - 
some of them really young - shout¬ 
ing and fighting in the street. 

“That was about 8.45. We went 
inside and locked the doors. It 
was frightening. 

“We kept an eye on it. It was out 
of control. There were only three 
security on the door and hundreds 
of kids and no adults. Then at about 
10.30pm all these police turned up 
and the road was closed off. 

“We didn’t hear until the next 
day that someone had been killed. 
It’s tragic.” 

The following day a man in his 
30s was stabbed in the head follow¬ 
ing a brawl outside Tesco in South- 
bury Road, Ponders End, at 2pm. 

He was taken to an east London 
hospital where he remains. His 
injuries are no longer being treated 
as life-threatening, but are thought 
to be life-changing. 

At this stage officers believe that 
the man was stabbed following an 
altercation with a group of males in 
Exeter Road. 


More than 100 weapons seized as part of a capital-wide crackdown 


THE latest fatal stabbing - the 
third in the Enfield borough in the 
past six weeks - comes just over a 
week after a police operation 
recovered a frightening array of 
more than 100 knives including a 
machete and lock knives. 

A total of 104 blades were 
recovered in the week-long, 
capital-wide crackdown as part 
of the Metropolitan Police’s 
Operation Sceptre. 


Police targeted habitual knife 
carriers and known offenders as 
well as carrying out weapons 
sweeps of areas where gangs 
conceal knives and conducting test 
purchases using police cadets to 
catch shopkeepers breaking the law 
by selling knives to those under the 
age of 18. 

Officers made 28 arrests and 
carried out 45 stop and searches, 17 
of which were positive, with 12 


arrests for knife-related offences 
and five for possession of drugs, 
including 114 wraps of class A 
drugs and four bags of cannabis. 

Out of four test purchases, two of 
the shops visited were found to 
have committed an offence. 

Of the 104 weapons recovered, 85 
were the contents of special knife 
bins at police stations where blades 
have been handed in as part of a 
weapons surrender scheme. 


“This was designed to raise 
awareness about the consequences 
of carrying a knife, to target 
habitual knife carriers and to arrest 
known offenders,” said Detective 
Inspector Chris Skelt, who led 
the operation. 

“This action was dedicated to 
sending a message out that police 
will deal with knife crime robustly 
and encouraging Londoners to give 
up their knives to dedicated knife 


bins in order to reduce crime and 
save lives.” 

Due to the success of Operation 
Sceptre and in light of 
knife-related incidents in the 
borough, DI Skelt said that Enfield 
police would follow it up with 
Operation Bremont. 

The borough-wide initiative will 
target knife crime and aim to 
reduce it in Enfield for the next 
six weeks.

ENFIELD’s top cop has hailed as a “suc¬ 
cess” a burglary initiative which has seen 
a drastic drop in the level of reported 
break-ins. 

In parts of the borough where home 
owners have received special kits 
with which to mark property with a 
traceable forensic liquid known as 
SmartWater, domestic break-ins have 
fallen significantly. 

Since the Met-Trace programme was 
introduced in April 2015, the burglary 
rate in those areas has dropped by a total 
of 284 offences - with a reduction of 226 
offences in the first 12 months. 

More than 20,505 SmartWater kits 
have been supplied to homes considered 
at high risk to burglaries since the pro¬ 
gramme was launched. 

Borough police commander Detective 
Chief Superintendent Iain Raphael 
has described the initiative as 


“psychological warfare” in which 
“fear is transferred from property own¬ 
ers to burglars”. 

Window stickers are also included in 
the kit aimed at deterring potential 
burglars by making homes less appeal¬ 
ing to break into. 

Every offender brought into custody 
has their belongings scanned in the 
police station as part of the project to test 
for the presence of SmartWater, which is 
registered on a database to the home 
owners’ address. 

The solution illuminates under UV 
light and only requires a speck to 
be detected. 

Mr Raphael said it meant an average 
saving of about £690 on each prevented 
burglary - representing the individual 
cost of investigating an offence. 

The project has also helped police to 
fulfil duties more efficiently by 
saving 19 hours of officers’ time on each 
prevented burglary. 

“It has allowed officers to focus on ful¬ 


filling duties on other areas within the 
borough,” said Mr Raphael. 

He said the initiative had instilled 
more public confidence in the borough’s 
police force. 

Another 10,000 kits will be distributed 
in Enfield this year. Among recent recip¬ 
ients is Eric Wechar, from Edmonton, 
who says he now feels more “confident” 
knowing that treasured items such as his 
phone can be traced if stolen. 

“It’s reassuring to feel the house is now 
more secure because the kit makes a bur¬ 
glar’s job a lot harder because it’s more 
risky for them,” said the 20-year-old, 
who lives in Morley Avenue. 

The initiative is run in partnership 
with crime prevention company Smart- 
Water and will be rolled out for 
another year. 

“The project has proved extremely 
effective so far and we hope it will be an 
even bigger success in the coming year 
with numbers of burglaries continuing to 
drop,” added Mr Raphael.

staged by historical re-enactment 
society Sir Marmaduke Rawdon’s 
Regiment of Foote. 

Later, spectators were allowed to 
take part in some of the drills. 

“It was a great opportunity for us 
to show a small amount of what we 
do as a re-enactment group,” said 
spokeswoman Rachell Dell. 

“I don’t think we have ever had so 


many willing children participating 
in the kids’ drill. We were very 
happy that Enfield Council gave us 
permission to fire our muskets as it is 
always nice for the musketeers to 
show their stuff, and the crowd 
certainly enjoyed the spectacle.” 

Martin Baker, from the rugby club, 
said it was a novel experience and 
described it as a “family fun day with 
a difference”.

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Man stabbed dad 
to death in cafe

AN Enfield man who killed his cafe-owner father 
by repeatedly stabbing him in front of his 
customers has been handed a life sentence. 

Baran Gulbudak attacked Huseyin Gulbudak, 
48, as he worked at Efes restaurant, in Kilburn, 
north-west London. 

The 21-year-old, of Aspen Way, Bullsmoor, 
who was suffering from mental health issues, 
was sentenced at the Old Bailey to a life term 
with a minimum term of six-and-a-half years 
and ordered to be held and treated in a secure 
mental unit. 

Gulbudak had previously pleaded guilty at the 
same court to his dad’s manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished responsibility. 

Police were called to Efes Cafe, in Kilburn 
High Road, to reports of a stabbing at about 7pm 
on August 1 last year. 

Witnesses reported seeing Baran Gulbudak 
walk into the cafe and attack his father with a 
knife after pulling him to the floor. 

Customers tried to intervene, but he threatened 
them with the knife and forced them to leave the 
premises. He then pulled down the shutters and 
shut himself inside the cafe with his father. 

After the attack, Gulbudak called police to tell 
them he had killed his father. 

Officers attended the scene and arrested him 
and after the shutters were opened. 

Huseyin Gulbudak was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

A post-mortem examination a few days later 
confirmed he had died as a result of multiple 
stab wounds. 

After his arrest, Baran Gulbudak refused to 
speak during police interviews and accused of 
murder. The charge was later dropped.

Subsequent assessments by medical profes¬ 
sionals established he had been suffering mental 
health issues before the attack. 

Detective Inspector Domenica Catino, of the 
Met’s Homicide and Major Crime Command, 
said: “Huseyin was a hard-working, family man, 
who had run his cafe for many years, and was a 
well-known member of the community. 

“His killing has understandably left the Gulbu¬ 
dak family devastated.”

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Parents protest against funding cuts 


HUNDREDS of parents have 
rallied to campaign against 
school funding cuts. 

More than 200 parents, 
teachers and campaigners 
from a Palmers Green school 
have written to politician 
David Burrowes, demanding 
he fights for a better deal 
for children. 

Hazelwood Infant and 
Junior Schools “felt 
compelled to act” against the 
government’s proposed 
funding cuts, which, they 
say, will see hundreds of 
thousands of pounds taken 
from the budget. 

The letter states: 
“Hazelwood is set to lose 


£150,000 from its budget 
through the National 
Funding Formula alone. 
Over the next three years 
they are set to lose £60,000 
through a drop in pupil 
premium (free school meal 
eligibility), an additional 
£108,000 through changes to 
SEND (special educational 
needs and disabilities 
funding) and £150,000 due to 
flat cash funding. This is a 
total loss of £468,000 which 
is equivalent to the schools 
losing 16 class teachers.” 

Headteacher Nicky Ross 
added: “While we will 
continue to work hard to 
protect the children from the 


inevitable impact of these 
cuts and keep the essence of 
what makes our school 
unique and genuinely 
reflective of the community 
we serve, it will inevitably 
damage their learning 
experience for years 
to come.” 

The National Union of 
Teachers said that the 
cuts would have “a 
devastating impact”. 

Mr Burrowes, who is 
standing for re-election in 
Enfield Southgate in the 
general election, said: “I am 
pressing for the next Budget 
after the election to include 
increased school funding.”

A very special celebration 


Florence and George have been married for 70 years

NINETY-SEVEN-year-old George 
Coggin and his wife, Florence, 94, 
puckered up for a romantic kiss last 
week as the couple marked 70 years 
of marriage by celebrating their 
platinum wedding anniversary. 

The commemoration was remark¬ 
able, not just because it is rare for 
couples to reach the milestone, but 
also because nowadays 42 per cent 
of marriages end in divorce. 

Florence and George met as 
teenagers in 1939 where they 
shared their first dance at an event 
in Kings Cross. 

Florence, who was 16, recalls 
what a “beautiful dancer” George 
had been at the age of 19 before 
he plucked up the courage to ask 
his future wife to join him on the 
dance floor. 

“He has been leading me a dance 
ever since,” she joked. 

Shortly after they started court¬ 
ing, George was enlisted to the 
Territory Army during World War II 
and became a prisoner of war after 
he was captured in 1940 by the 
Germans in Egypt. 

Throughout the ordeal the couple 
managed to stay in touch by post¬ 
card - which was a great relief for 
Florence who “couldn’t quite 
believe he made it home”. 

The postcards are a treasured 
reminder of that time and Florence 
was always impressed by George’s 
“beautiful writing”. 

The couple married in 1947 in 
Islington and celebrated their hon¬ 
eymoon at a holiday camp in 
Clacton which George remembers 


was “marvellous”. They started 
married life in Islington, where 
Florence worked as a civil servant 
and George was an engineer and 
supervisor at the communications 
company British Telecom. 

They had three children, 
Catherine, Jennifer and Robert, and 


moved to Turnpike Lane, in 
Haringey, and Edmonton before 
settling in Oakwood. 

They retired in their 50s and 
enjoyed holidays abroad in Austria, 
Paris and Benidorm. 

After Florence had knee replace¬ 
ment surgery, she was no longer 


able to join George on the dance 
floor - but was always happy to 
watch him with another partner. 

The couple say the secret to a 
long and happy marriage has been 
“give and take” as well as “laugh¬ 
ter” while “marrying the right one” 
has certainly helped.

ROLL out the barrel. Enfield is set to 
become the location for a new £30mil- 
lion riverside brewery. 

The state-of-the-art plant, which is 
due to open in July, is on the River Lea 
in Ponders End. It has been built by Ken- 
tish-Town based Camden Town Brew¬ 
ery, which has outgrown its premises. 

The company, which produces flag¬ 
ship lager Camden Hells among its 
beers, needs to increase capacity to keep 
up with demand. 

The existing brewery employs 15 staff 
and the workforce is expected to double 


when the new brewery opens. The mod¬ 
ern brewery is energy-efficient and fea¬ 
tures a solar-panelled roof. 

It will be open to the public, offering 
weekend tours and a brewing school, 
with a steel bar in the middle where vis¬ 
itors can sample the ales. 

Jasper Cuppaidge, founder and chief 
executive of Camden Town Brewery, 
said: “Our expansion to Enfield allows 
us to increase our capacity so ultimately 
we can bring great beer to more people. 

“It’s a phenomenal opportunity to 
extend into another north London 
community and to be a part of the 
impressive redevelopment that’s taking 
place in Enfield.” 


The company is retaining its existing 
brewery underneath railway arches in 
Kentish Town and it will be used as a 
test site for new beers. 

Enfield Council’s cabinet member for 
economic development Alan Sitkin said 
he was “delighted” to welcome Camden 
Town Brewery to Enfield and the huge 
investment that would help return the 
borough to its former industrial glory. 

“Camden’s industrial employment 
ambitions work perfectly with the strate¬ 
gies the council has been pursuing, in 
particular looking to secure employment 
and jobs in our borough and encourage 
residents to learn great trade for a great 
industry,” he added.

Unfortunately, not everyone survives - around one 
in eight people die within 30 days of having a stroke.

DON’T expect to see oversized 
trousers, custard pie fights, or a jalopy 
which comicallly falls apart when the 
exhaust repeatedly backfires at the Lon¬ 
don Festival of Clowns.

The customary giant footwear, but¬ 
tonhole flower water squirter and slap¬ 
stick pratfalls commonly associated 
with the traditional circus entertainer are 
replaced by a celebration of more 
modern clowning. 

The festival features a mix of 
acclaimed and up-and-coming artists 
from across the globe performing 
cabaret, farce, puppetry, poetry and 
mime. Embodying the principles of the 
timeless art form’s physical comedy, it 
showcases contemporary clowning, 
ranging from the anarchic, to the polit¬ 
ical, the absurd and the surreal. 

Many performers have been trained 
in avant-garde French physical clown 
schools Isich as Jacques Le Coq and 
Ecole Philippe Gualier (who taught Ali

KING ARTHUR: LEGEND OF THE SWORD 
(12A, 126 mins) 

S EVERAL years in the making - all of them 
wasted - director Guy Ritchie’s testos¬ 
terone-heavy reworking of Arthurian leg¬ 
end is an interminable bore. 

A lumbering script, co-written by Joby Harold 
and Lionel Wigram, pickpockets elements of an 
origin story from the biblical tale of Moses, Robin 
Hood and the Marvel Comics universe, with an 
eye to kick-starting a multi-film mythology filled 
with familiar characters from legend. 

Thunderous action sequences appear to have 
been reconstituted from the cutting-room floor 
of other blockbusters: rampaging giant ele¬ 
phants in battle armour in the opening melee 
look suspiciously like hulking Oliphaunts from 
The Lord Of The Rings: The Return Of 
The King, and a monstrous magical ser¬ 
pent slithers just like Lord Voldemort’s pet 
Nagini in the Harry Potter franchise. 

The hero’s obligatory training montage is 
rendered as a superfluous jaunt to a magical 
realm called the Darklands, where Arthur 
hones his swordsmanship against a dizzying 
menagerie of computer-generated snakes, bats, 
rats and wolves. 

It’s a triumph of visually arresting, yet soul¬ 
less digital might, awash with dodgy geezers 
who litter Ritchie’s oeuvre. 

Female characters are treated with 
casual disdain: reduced to witches, 
wenches or eminently 
expendable spouses 
and offspring, 
who 


can be slain to facilitate the flimsy plot. 
“Where there is poison, there is a remedy,” 
opines one sorceress. 

Presumably, Ritchie’s film is the pox. 

Uther Pendragon (Eric Bana), king of the 
Britons, is betrayed by his power-hungry brother 
Vortigern (Jude Law), who forges a deadly pact 
with dark sorcerer Mordred (Rob Knighton).

H ERE’S the latest car to slot 
into Mercedes’ ever-expand¬ 
ing line-up - the E-Class 
Coupe. Coming as a smaller version 
of the decadent S-Class Coupe, but 
larger than the C-Class Coupe, it 
aims to give drivers all of the luxury 
associated with the German manu¬ 
facturer’s highest specification cars, 
but with a sleek, raked-back design. 

Inside, the E-Class Coupe uses the 
same infotainment system as the stan¬ 
dard saloon, but that’s no bad thing - 
we loved it in that car and it looks just 
as good here. However, there are some 
touches that aren’t included in the E- 
Class. The vents, for instance, are 
completely new in design and help to 
give the interior a bespoke look. 

The exterior is a real triumph. Pil¬ 
larless and raked, it’s exactly what 
you want in a large, executive coupe. 

As mentioned earlier, the exterior 
of the car is a thing of real beauty. 


There’s just one trim - AMG Line - 
but that does help to keep things sim¬ 
ple. All cars come with large, 19-inch 
alloy wheels and LED headlights and 
taillights, which help give the E- 
Class a distinctive visual appeal. 

However, the E-Class Coupe does¬ 
n’t just benefit from unique styling 
touches. It’s also 143mm longer than 
the car it replaces, as well as 74mm 
wider. What does that mean though? 
It helps the car to look hunkered- 
down and squat on the road, and cer¬ 
tainly gives it a far sportier 
appearance than the previous-genera¬ 
tion E-Class Coupe. 

As a coupe, you’d expect practical¬ 
ity in the E-Class to be pretty limited. 
However, those in the back get 74mm 
more legroom than those in the car it 
replaces, while headroom isn’t bad 
either - though very tall passengers 
may have a bit of trouble thanks to 
the car’s sloping roofline. The boot is 
a decent size, too, and can be 
expanded thanks to folding back seats. 



Up front, there’s a good amount of 
room. The entire cabin has a great 
sense of space about it, owing in part 
to large, pillarless windows and the 
sunroof. It’s a relaxing place to be 
and one that certainly feels worthy of 
the Mercedes-Benz badge. 

Large luxurious coupes such as the 
E-Class have a difficult job on their 
hands. They need to be cosseting and 
relaxing to drive, but involving and 
sporty when you want them to be. 
The E-Class Coupe does an 
admirable job of ticking the vast 
majority of those boxes. 

On standard springs, it rides very 
well. At slower speeds it can be a 
touch jostling, but when up and 
running it soaks up bumps in the 
road impressively. 

The 2.0-litre diesel engine under 
the bonnet is a crucial part of the 
Mercedes-Benz range and you can 
see why. It’s very refined and settles 
down nicely at cruising speeds. There 
are a few grumbles at lower speeds 



and around town, but that’s to be 
expected of a small-capacity diesel. 

A wider rear track than its prede¬ 
cessor does help the E-Class Coupe 
corner nicely, though go into the 
bends too hard and it will be inclined 
to understeer. That’s understandable, 
however, as it makes no claim to be 
an out-and-out sports car. 

Prices for the E 220d Coupe start at 
£40,135. For that, you get parking 
sensors and a reversing camera, as 
well as an 8.4-inch infotainment 
screen with satellite navigation. 

Although it’s expensive, we’d be 
inclined to pay £1,495 to upgrade 
that system to Mercedes’ premium 
Comand infotainment, which 
replaces the standard screen with a 
large 12.3-inch unit. For an addi¬ 
tional £495 on top of that, Mercedes 
will add a second 12.3-inch display, 
creating a truly widescreen viewing 
area. It’s an extra that completely 
transforms the inside of the car and 
one we’d pick in a heartbeat.

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History maker: Harry Kane scored Tottenham Hotspur’s final goal at White Hart Lane

HARRY KANE admitted to feeling emotional 
after scoring Tottenham Hotspur’s last ever goal 
at White Hart Lane. 

Spurs said farewell to their home of the last 
118 years in fine style on Sunday, claiming a 
2-1 victory over Manchester United to guarantee 
second place in the Premier League - their 
highest league finish since 1963. 

And, although United’s Wayne Rooney had the 
honour of grabbing the final goal at the Lane, it 
was Kane’s strike early in the second half which 
proved decisive as Tottenham - who had taken 
a first-half lead through Victor Wanyama’s 
header - deservedly claimed maximum points. 

“It’s been an emotional day, but what a fin¬ 
ish,” Kane said. “To score the winner, to win the 
game and finish unbeaten here is something 
special. It’s emotional now, I’m sure when we 
all get home it will start to sink in a little. 

“We’ve secured second spot with two games 
left and we can go out and enjoy it now. That’s 
progression from last season and we have to 
keep it going now. We have to keep working 
harder, keep getting better and hopefully next 
season we’ll finish first. 

“This has been a proper send-off to what has 
been an amazing stadium for us. I couldn’t be 
happier.” 


A memorable day for Tottenham saw the 
match followed by a parade of former players 
on the pitch, with Glenn Hoddle, Martin Chivers, 
Ossie Ardiles, Ricky Villa, Pat Jennings, Cliff 
Jones, David Ginola and Ledley King among 
those to take to the turf for one last time. 

And manager Mauricio Pochettino admitted 
that the positive result ensured that it was an 
ideal day for everyone involved with the club. 

“It was a perfect performance and we deserved 
that victory,” he said. “I’m so happy for our fans 
and we’re so proud of everyone. It’s a great 
moment to share with everyone, we’re so happy 
to be here to say goodbye to White Hart Lane 
and to welcome the new stadium. 

“We were aggressive and played to win. We 
had control of the game, we played better and 
deserved the victory. 

“Second position is fantastic for us. To get 80 
points and be unbeaten at White Hart Lane in the 
last season here, there are a lot of things to be 
proud of. It’s a big achievement for the club and 
this group of players. Our fans helped us a lot 
and to be unbeaten, we’ve written history here. 

“I think I’m a very lucky guy because to share 
the history of this club, in that special moment, 
is so lucky and I am so happy. I want to con¬ 
gratulate all, and to say thank you again to all 
the players, the fans, the staff and my staff 
because all together we worked so hard to try to 
achieve all that we achieved this season.” 


Tight clash ends in
